Besides the Frisco building and 
Ely & Walker buildings, Brown 
also owned, at one time, a con- 
trolling interest in the Chemical 
building and owned the Title 
Guaranty and Union Electric 
buildings. His estate was valued 
at .$13,023,612. 

In 1921, Brown paid more than 
$1,500,000 for the buildings oc- 
cupied by the Ely & Walker Dry 
Goods Co, The purchase, a cash 
transaction, was the largest of 
that.year. The main building, on

over St. Charles street. When 
the buildings were erected in 
1906, they were the only modern 
commercial buildings in that 
area.

RETIRE WORKERS 
BECAUSE OF AGE 


A compulsory retirement age 
for city employes cannot be estab- 
lished by the Civil Service Com- 
mission under existing circum- 
stances, it was held yesterday by 
the City Counselor’s office in an 
opinion. sent to the commission. 

The commission had been dis- 
cussing compulsory retirement at 
the age of ‘70, but the opinion 
held employes could not. be re- 
moved because of age unless 
found to be physically or mentally 
unfit’ for duty. , 

The opinion indicated that a 
compulsory retirement age could 
be established only after the city 
sets up a pension system for em- 
ployes. 

At present, city employes over 
65 are eligible for Social Secur- 
ity benefits, but only about 50 
of the estimated 1000 employes 
above that age have retired under 
the provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act.

Back on the forward observa- 
tion. post overlooking the posi- 
tion, the men saw the flashes of 
guns and grenades, and then si- 
lence. After a time the bark of an 
American carbine was heard from 
the outpost and the shooting 
started up again. - 

The men in the observation 
post decided the only way to give 
quick help was to “box in” the 
Jittle outfit with artillery. The 
shells went whining out for four 
long hours. They made a tight 
ring of flame around the outpost. 

A relief column finally reached 
the outpost. It found the Ameri- 
cans. still firing, sporadically but 
carefully, They still were a fight- 
ing unit. And their sergeant was 
still very much in charge. He 
made the relief column take out 
all of his wounded before he him- 
self would consent to leave.

said. He was 19 years old. He 
couldn’t keep stiii, nis leg, pep- 
pered with grenade fragments, 
was throbbing. 

Above this boy lay a Marine 
whose head was eovered with 
white bandages. Small holes were 
left for his eyes, nose and mouth. 

Across the aisle, another 
moaned softly. Blood soaked the 
‘bandages wrapped around both 
‘hands, mangled by mortar frag- 
ments. A bandage had slipped off 
a gaping wound in his neck. 


‘Nearby, a Marine lay on his stom- 


‘ach, naked. He was burned red 
from feet to waist. , 

The wounded men had fought 
on “Bunker Hill,” east of Pan- 
munjom, They came by helicopter 
and ambulance to a tent hospital, 
then moved by hospital train to 
larger hospitals in the rear. 

For four days and four nights 
the wounded have poured down 
from “Bunker Hill.” 

“Goonies All Around.” 

On the train, the 19-year-old 
Marine said he and his buddy 
were manning a machine gun 
when a battalion of Chinese 
struck. 

“About 20 goonies ran toward 
us. We shot down a lot of them. 
But those goonies were all around. 
We knocked them down, and 
more kept right on coming. 

“One gooney sneaked up be- 
hind us and jumped in our trench. 
But he landed on his own grenade. 
It blew him to bits. Some pieces 
hit my leg. 

“T kept on firing, but every- 
where you looked goonies were 
coming down on you. It was 
awful.”

spent most of his time since ar- 
rival in Europe in going over 
plans and in inspections to find 
out for himself the value of the 
military machine he commands.

This is what Ridg- 
way is trying to find out. 

Deficiencies Found. 

He is not happy with what he 
has seen. He has found serious 
deficiencies in leadership, par- 
titularly in the lower ranks. He 
excuses ‘this by remarking that 
it takes a long time to develop an 
effective corps of officers. Train- 
ing is incomplete and unrealistic. 

He has found communications 
among the heterogeneous divi- 
sions of the Allies deficient and 
fears that in war they would be 
in as much confusion as were 
the British, French and Belgians 
when Hitler attacked in 1940. 

Another major deficiency is in 
the logistic preparations. There 
are insufficient ammunition and 
replacement equipment to permit 
the NATO forces to fight long 
enough to permit new supplies 
to start flowing in. 

French slow-motion in the de- 
velopment of, the infrastructure 
— warehouses, airdromes, tele- 


‘phone and radio communications 


and headquarters buildings — is 
another factor hampering logistic 
readiness.

Reliance on Reserves. 

Another of Ridgway’s worries 
is the European effort to place 
reliance on reserve divisions. 

If Europe is attacked by regu- 
Jar Soviet forces with two to 
three years of required service, 
he does not believe that the in- 
adequately trained reserve‘ divi- 
sions of France, Belgium and The 
Netherlands could put up effec- 
tive resistance. 

In an effort to get more troops 
in being in Europe, Ridgway re- 
laxed his policy of holding aloof 
from governmental problems by 
recommending to the European 
defense community that military 
service be increased to two years. 

His reasons for this recommen- 
dation were purely military. He 
pointed out that it takes at least 
a year to train men in the com- 


‘oles weapons of modern war, 


leaving only a year of useful 
service. If the service is 18 
‘months or less, the conscript can 
be considered a useful soldier, 
seaman or airman for only one 
third of his service. 

Belgium had adopted 24 months 
of services but has now reduced 
it to 21 months as a result 
of the failure of other countries 
to increase theirs. France and 
The Netherlands have 18 months, 
and Denmark 11 months. The 
opposition party in Belgium 
made a political issue of 24 
months’ service and forced a re- 
duction. 


France holds the key to this 
issue in Europe, and as long as 
the French refuse to increase their 
term of service it is unlikely that 
the smaller countries will do so. 


Puzzling French Stand. 

It is hard from here to under- 
stand the French position. On the 
one hand, they fear a rearmed 
Germany which may become mili- 
tarily stronger than France; on 
the other, they are unwilling to 
build up their own strength to 
keep themselves superior to the 
Germans they fear. 


The European system of reserve 
forces was developed before 
World War I. In those days, both 
sides mobilized before war was 
commenced and both depended 
upon about the same proportion 
of reserve and regular forces. 

Nothing like this can be count- 
ed on today. If there were a war 
in Europe, it would be a Soviet 
blitz conducted by 30 to 50 regu- 
lar Soviet and satellite divisions. 

This could not be met by hastily 
called reserve forces. The only 
chance that Ridgway sees to meet 
the threat is to increase the num- 
ber of active Western divisions, 
and this can be done only by 
increasing the length of service. 

France and other Western’ na- 
tions must eventually grapple 
with this problem. The United 
States has a proportion of 24 men 
per thousand of population under 
arms, Britain 18, while Europe 
only has 12. Ultimately this dis-

will be used in the United States 
and Great Britain as an argu- 
ment to reduce our efforts. 

French complaints about Ameri- 
can failure to carry its share of 
the burden in Europe have a 
strange sound to a people who 
are carrying twice the relative 
manpower burden and many 
times the relative financial bur- 
den of the French. 

At the inception of the NATO 
armed forces, Eisenhower had a 
problem of leading and persuad- 
ing. That phase is over. Ridg- 
way’s job, and he is superbly 
qualified for it, is to make a fight- 
ing reality out of the forces fur- 
nished him.

Rise in Military Spending.

That the French intend to make 
a supplementary military effort 
on their own next year is shown 
by the 1953 budget under prepa- 
ration for presentation to Par- 
liament in December. 

Military expenditures in the 
draft budget are being increased 
by $437,000,000 over this year’s 
figure to bring the expected total 
military expenditure for next 
year to the record figure of $4,- 
371,000,000. 

The French agreed to hold 
Tuesday’s meeting at the sugges- 
tion of Belgium, only signer so 
far of the European Defense Com- 
munity treaty, to adopt the 24- 
month service period.

There are reasons enough for Mr. Darst’s dire

tion is denied, a reduced budget will have to be 
set up because state law forbids St. Louis. to 
make expenditures in excess of anticipated in- 


_eome. 


That is what makes it difficult to understand 
‘why the Mayor is so willing to let the aldermen 
take their time. After all, each week of inaction 
could mean a loss of $144,000 to the city: treas- 
ury: This might not be too serious if one could 
be sure that the aldermen would impose an earn- 
ings tax when they meet again on the 27th. Fur- 
thermore, the rejected. bill did contain a clause 
stipulating that the tax was to become effective 
Sept. 1. This might be made retroactive. 


But such.action is by. no means certain. After 
all the issue before the aldermen will be recon- 
sideration of this rejected one-half of one per 
cent tax without exemptions. And in that form, 
the tax may be rejected again. Some aldermen 
and a good many citizens favor the suggested 
alternative form which would allow deductions 
and collect a flat one per cent tax on the balance 
of earnings. 

Either form would yield about $7,500,000 a 
year. So far as the City Administration is con- 
cerned, one form of the tax may be considered 
as good as another. But the choice between de- 
ductions and no deductions will make a consid- 
erable difference to a great many taxpayers. 


The alternatives certainly should be consid- 
ered. The arguments pro and con should be 
heard. And it seems to us that it would have 
been wise to hold this discussion as early and 
as quickly as possible. But the attitude of the 
Mayor being what it is, the debate cannot even 
start before Aug. 27. 

Well, let us remember that the waiting time 
and the debating time may carry the price tag 
of $144,000 a week. 
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A Trade Barrier in Action 

As was to be expected, the “Buy American” 
amendment tacked on the Government’s appro- 
priations for the fiscal year 1953 is causing 
trouble. First complaints are coming from the 
armed services. They are having trouble placing 
orders for textiles. 

Moré than 60 per cent of the wool used in 
the United States comes from foreign sources, 
but mills are afraid to use such wool in filling 
military orders. At the same time, they say 


they cannot: find enough domestic wool. 


Although Secretary 6f State Acheson warned 
against legislation of this kind as ‘a strain on 
iritternational trade, Representative Berry of 
South Dakota managed to get the amendment. 
adopted, It provides that no part of an appro- 
priation may be used: for the purchase of cotton 
or wool not produced in the United States unless 
it can be shown that a sufficient quantity of a 
satisfactory quality is not available from domes- 
tic sources. 

The Quartermaster Corps has asked the Mu- 
nitions Board for a clarification of this. restric- 
tion. Everybody concerned will have to mark 
time until such an explanation is forthcoming. 

This is worrying the woolen mills, especially 
because their civilian business is slow and may 
continue so until September or even October. 
This «is the time they would like to get military 
orders out of the way. But the effect on Amer- 
ican industry probably is not as severe as it is 
on friendly nations which now must wonder if 
they will be able to sell the United States as 
much as they have in the past. 

If not, there is another down-turn ahead for 
them on the economic roller-coaster. 
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Newburgh Points the Way 

The news from Newburgh, N.Y., holds such 
significance for St. Louis that it ought not to 
go unnoticed, especially by members of the 
Board of Aldermen. Newburgh is one of two 
Hudson valley communities in which a study to 
determine the dental benefits of water fluori- 
dation has been going on since 1944. New- 
burgh’s drinking water is fluoridated under a 
formula like that proposed for St, Louis; the 
water in Kingston, Newburgh’s neighbor, is not. 

The results speak for themselves. Fluorida- 
tion in-Newburgh has produced’ a 47 per cent 
reduction in tooth decay aniong the City’s school 
children, compared with absolutely no reduction 
in Kingston. The reduction: was even greater 
among Newburgh children who have been drink- 
ing fluoridated water since birth, running to 
66 per cent. Moreover theré are twice as many 
Newburgh children aged 5, 6 and.7 without any 
decay in their baby teeth! As a clincher, careful 
examinations carried on since the start of the 
program show not a singlesharmful effect from 
drinking fluoridated water,’ « 

Whether or not the benefits .of fluoridation 
are to be brought to the children of St. Louis 
is now before the Aldermen. Such & program 
is supported by the St. Louis Dental Society 
and indorsed by every reputable‘scientifie group 
in our community. It would be modest in cost— 
perhaps 10 cents a year for each St. Louisan 
—and, as the Newburgh story shows, it. would 
pay tremendous dividends in cmprares dental 
health among our children, 
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Closing the Godan Polk pe

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It’s Legal Till You Use It 


The St. Louis police’s dilemma in dealing with 
illegal use of a hot-rod muffler which it is per- 
fectly legal.to buy is understandable. It is the 
paradox of permitting the sale and the purchase, 
but forbidding the use, that is puzzling. The so- 
called Hollywood muffler makes a noise like a 
jet airplane and the penalty for making unneces- 
sary noise with mufflers in the city is up to $500. 

While the Police Department announces its in- 
tention of preventing use of these mufflers 
despite the inconsistency in the law that permits 
their sale and purchase, doing so would no 
doubt be made much easier if the law were co- 
herent and banned them from the store shelf 
and the hand of the departing customer as well 
as from the exhaust pipe of a car. 

This dingbat is not only a noisy nuisance in 
itself, it is also a dangerous nuisance as part of 
the paraphernalia of hot-rodism. Let us put a St. 
Louis quietus on the Hollywood muffler. 
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Enterprise in Wood River 

A citizens committee in Wood River has done 
the enterprising thing of circulating petitions to 
produce a vote on the city manager form of mu- 
nicipal government. Some 400 names were re- 
quired and the committee was. able to file ap- 
proximately 1000 with County Judge Kinney, 
who will set a date for the election. 

Hundreds of cities from one coast to the 
other have benefitted from the city manager 
system. Missouri has a steadily increasing num- 
ber of city manager communities, including in 
the St. Louis area University City. It is now 
Wood River’s opportunity to be the first city in 
the metropolitan area in nearby Illinois to make 
use of the new Illinois city manager enabling 
legislation. 

Peoria, Illinois’ second largest city, has put 
the plan into effect. So has Mount Vernon, one 
of the largest downstate communities. Wood 
River, with its 10,000 people, can b> the fortu- 
nate laboratory for other communities in Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties. 

If the story of the widespread success of the 
professional career manager of municipal prob- 
lems is adequately told, Wood River should soon 
join the ranks of those cities which have re- 
placed waste with economy and efficiency.

In a few states the power companies have 
seen the error of their ways and are actu- 
ally co-operating with the rural electric 
systems—but not in Missouri or Arkansas. 
The three states of the Union where the 
power companies are the most vicious in 
their incessant attacks upon the farmer 
are Idaho, Arkansas and Missouri. 


If the hydro power resources of the cap- 
tive states of Missouri, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa had been developed and the low-cost 
power used for the 
benefit of the peo- 
ple, as is being done 
in other areas, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma 
might not have lost 
two Congressmen 
and Arkansas one 
this year because of 
population decreases.

Program Is a Success 


In 1950, the last year for which figures 


are available, the power cOmpanies over- 
charged the people of Missoufi more than 
$50,000,000 by comparison with the rates 
existing in the Pacific Northwest, the Ten- 
nessee Valley and Ontario. 

If the 10 Missouri power companies con- 
tinue to dominate and restrict the econo- 
my of Missouri, you may lose more Con- 
gressmen after the 1960 census. 

Only about one farm family in every 
15 in Missouri had electricity when the 
rural electrification program was started 
in 1935. Most of those were along the 
main highways or in the suburbs. Now 
there are 47 rural electri¢ coopératives 
and power districts in Missouri with more 
than 185,000 members, and they have bor- 
rowed more than $197,000,000.

While they appatently emg gp their 
attack against Secretaries of Agricul 
ture, Interior and Treasury, REA Admin- 
istrator Claude R.. Wiekard and SPA Ad- 
ministrator Douglas C. Wright, they really 
directed it at the farm families of this 
state. It has no other purpose; it seats to to 
destroy the farmers’ generation and trans- 
mission co-ops; it seeks to deny farmers 
forever the right to generate their own 
electricity. It must be tried this fall. 


How to Kill a Coop 


The Arkansas power companies have the 
Arkansas generating co-operative tied up 
in state courts just as the Missouri power 
companies are harrying the Missouri gen- 
eration and transmission co-operatives in 
the federal courts. 

We know from experience that as fast 
as the power companies can kill or di- 
minish the right and opportunity of the 
co-operatives to generate and trangmit 
their own power, they will raise their 
wholesale power rates to the co-operatives 
which they supply. They will raise the 
rates to farmers they serve at retail. 

If the power companies can raise their 
rates at will, they can and will kill the 
co-ops off rapidly. The right of the farm- 
ers’ co-ops to generate and transmit their 
own power and their right to obtain fed- 
eral power over self-liquidating transmis- 
sion lines is the essence of their existence. 

Beginning back in 1906, the Congress 
wisely placed in the laws a “preference” 
to municipalities in the sale of power de- 
veloped with federal tax monty. Later, 
rural eléctric ora were given 
equal “preference.” —— of that 
provision was pe to keep special .in- 
terests from monopolizing such a rich and 
essential national resource. It was in reali- 
ty not a preference clause at all, but an 
“equality” clause, for even with the arater 
ence clause the rural electrics are purchas- 
ing less than 4 per cent of all federal 
power and the companies aré pur- 
chasing several es that amount. 

Throughout our many defensive battles, 
the rural electrification program has been 
bleased with strong city support.

But the 
smell group of movie experts who 
saw the preview believed it would 
be “in less than 10 years.” 

Cinerama is the invention of 
Fred Waller who has worked 15 
years and spent millions: of dol- 
lars to capture the illusion of 
reality on the screen by filling 
the visual range of the human 
eye with action. 

Waller achieved his dream by 
creating a camera that has three 
lenses. Each lens photographs 
one-third of a scene’s total width. 
The resulting film requires the 
use of three projection machines 
in the theater, New cameras, the 
extra amount of film used and 
new theater installations aré the 
big expense items in three-di- 
mensional production. 

A concave screen made of strips 
of perforated tape, more than 
three times as wide as the stand- 
ard movie screen, completes the 
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magic which an audience feels 
it is “inside” the picture and 
not just “l on.”

LESSER GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES AS

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 14. 
OR nine years after he quit 
F setung cemetery lots and start- 
€d promoting natural gas for 
Tennessee, Wade Y. Thompson 
operated according to the same 
general technique and achieved 
about the same degree of success 
as, might be expected from a 
highly-imaginative, but hard-luck 
peddier of an unpopular set of 
books on the life and times of 
Yazdegerd, III. 


But, as things turned... out, 
Thompson advanced upon. “big 
time” promotion in Washington 
early in 1942. There, through a 
series of singular events, he 
emerged, in the end, with a com- 
pletely irrational victory over 
powerful opposition that gave 
him the materials and Govern- 
ment permission to build perhaps 
the most important pipeline in 
the history of natural gas. 

Yet, at the time he came. to 
Washington, his prospects looked 
about as dismal as was the career 
13 centuries before of Yazdegerd, 
Ill, an unhappy Persian ruler 
who was chased from his country 
by Arabs and later murdered. 

Thompson never had trouble 
with Arabs, but his creditors, who 
sometimes. displayed Bedouin 
tendencies, were forever chasing 
him from pillar to: post. Then, 
two springs before World War II 
began, he had started to make 
some progress. Through great ef- 
fort he had managed to charter 
his pipeline firm, the Tennessee. 
Gas & Transmission Co. 

After an even greater battle in 
the fall of 1941, his group had 
won a state certificate to bring 
natural gas from Louisiana to 
Nashville and most of Tennessee. 
Thompson's backer, the late Vic- 
tor S. Johnson, a lamp-manufac- 
turing tycoon of Chicago, was ar- 
ranging the financing when Pearl 
Harbor occurred; the Governmént 
ordered all large scale construc- 
tion, not yet commenced, held 
in abeyance, and this included 
Thompson's poeiens pipeline. 

The indefatigable mpson 
then picked up his maps and 


charts and went to Washington. 


to try to get his line made a war 
project on the ground that West 
Tennessee Muscle Shoals-area war 
plants needed natural gas. But 
his heart wasn’t really in it. He 
was near to a general physical 
and nervous breakdown from 
years of disappointments. Further- 
more, he says the stately Gov- 
ernment buildings made him feel 
inferior. All that marble re- 
minded him of banks. 

“Even now, I shiver when I 
go into a bank,” Thompson re- 
marks, “It reminds me of the 
years I had notes past due and 
had to give bad checks and I 
was jumping behind every bush 
and stump to keep away from 
my creditors. When I got to 
Washington and went to talk to 
officials there, I'd get that old 
banky feeling. My tongue would 
get twisted, and I'd get all mixed 


up. 

“Worst of all, I got this silly 
habit of blushing. I would sud- 
denly realize that this man 
thought I was a crook or a liar or, 
at best,..a miserable, hopeless 
dreamer ‘without a chance, and 
I'd start to blush. Sometimes I'd 
get dizzy and fell like I was go- 
ing to faint.

“I was impressed,” Fritz says,

There were two principal errors 
in Thompson’s idea, Fritz told 
him. First, the 15-inch-diameter 
pipe he proposed was not large 
enough.

It would show an ef- 
ficient use of steel in the war ef- 
fort, if it took natural gas to the 
right place, which was not Teh- 


nessee. 

Therein, Fritz told Thompson, 
lay the second weakness of his 
plan. He said a general gas short- 
age was looming in Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania, the coun- 
try’s oldest natural ga&s-using 
area, Industry there was geared 
to natural gas, but the area’s gas 
fields were giving out. 

Fritz advised Thompson to re- 
cast his plans by letting off some 
gas in Tennessee, but to take 
most of it further north by proj- 
ecting his proposed line into West 
Virginia. There it would tie in 
with lines of existing distributors 
for the industrial area 
roughly between Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh. ,

HIS was the first time it had 

occurred to ‘Thompson to serve 

that area. In fact, it was the 
first time he knew that a gas 
shortage threatened there. And so, 
the first pipeline ever built to 
carry natural gas from the South- 
west to the industrial East re- 
sulted from. this curious inter- 
view. . 

Thompson changed his route 
plans, as Fritz had suggested, and 
filed applications with various 
Government agencies. He 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
for war plant funds, the War Pro- 
duction Board for steel and the 
Federal Power Commission for a 
certificate of convenience and ne- 
cessity. (The Natural Gas Act had 
been changed by then, giving the 
FPC jurisdiction in all natural 
gas matters.) . 

Thompson was the first to ap- 
ply to the FPC for a certificate 
to serve this area, but he soon 
learned the idea was not exclu- 
sively his. The Hope Natural Gas 
Ca., then a subsidiary of Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, had ap- 
plied to the War Production 
Board for steel to build just such 
a line at about the time Thomp- 
son had. Hope, however, had not 
asked the FPC for a certificate. 
Within several weeks, the WPB 
turned down both Hope’s and 


plied again immediately. 

Before long, the question of 
whether a great pipeline. would 
be built during the war to carry 
Southwestern gas to the gas- 
hungry East—and, if so, who 
would build it—became one: of 
the hottest industrial issues in 
war-time Washington. It devel- 
oped into the storm center of the 
strife between the big corpora- 
tions and small manufacturers on 
apportionment of war contracts. 

Thompson got the support of a 
number of Congressmen, includ- 
ing the powerful House ‘Military 
Affairs Committee. This group 
assumed the role of crusaders for 
private enterprise. It saw in 
Thompson a perfect example of 
enterprise without money or in- 
fluence, Some southern congress- 
men gave him heavy support be- 
cause they wanted natural gas 
for their areas, and the Hope 
company’s plans did not contem- 
plate furnishing any along its 
pipeline’s way north.

Of course, he was 
spending Johnson’s money for en- 
tertaining. Back home in Nash- 
ville, his creditors bided their 
time, and Thompson's family had 
moved out of their house when 
the roof finally became impos- 
sible. (It had been leaking for 
a number of years, and Thompson 
had never had the money to spare 
of his own to pay for fixing it. 
Finally, part of it just fell in.) 

A well-known White House cor- 
respondent, who attended many 
of Thompson's parties, says 
Thompson always seemed be 
entertaining “a lot of unimportant 
people who couldn't possibly do 
him any good.” Thompson's idea 
was to entertain the “little peo- 
ple” of Capitol Hill who are sel- 
dom asked to the large Washing- 
ton functions. He bujlt up fast 
friendships that way among of- 
fice forces of Congressmen and 
various Government officials. 
They kept their bosses constantly 
reminded to work hard for 
Thompson’s cause.
